From  the  foregoing  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
birth  rate  is  the  highest  yet  recorded  in  this  district  (l8 
and  is  considerably  higher  than  the  average  for  the 
whole  country  (l5.o)  and  for  the  County  of  Denbigh  (15.4) 

The  Death  Rate  (14.2  per  1000)  does  not  compare  favourably 
with  the  figure  for  the  whole  country  (11.6)  nor  with 
the  County  of  Denbigh(ll,4) . The  majority  of  the  deaths 
are  in  the  higher  age  groups. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  at  1.24  per  1000  of  the 
estimated  population  as  aompared  with  ,54  for  the  whole 
country  is  slightly  higher  than  in  previous  years, 
although  this  figure  has  for  seme  time  past  been  high, 
and  we  would  stress  the  importance  of  the  County 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  services,  and  in  particular 
the  Ante-natal  service.  We  would  also  again  point  out 
there  the  Llansilin  and  Llanrhaiadr  districts  are  still 
without  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics.

Milk  and  Dairies  Order  1926. 

There  has  been  a further  increase  in 
the  number  of  milk  producers  during  the  year,  chiefly  of  farms 
in  the  more  isolated  parts  of  the  district.  In  spite  of  the 
control  over  materials  and  shortage  of  labour  more  work  has 
been  done  in  the  re-construction  of  cowsheds  during  the  year 
than  in  any  of  the  previous  three  years,  and  it  is  noticable 
that  there  is  greater  anxiety  among  farmers  to  bring  the  premises 
up  to  standard  than  ever  before.  For  a few  weeks  in  the 
summer  there  were  complaints  of  poor  keeping  qualities  of  milk, 
and  much  milk  was  lost  to  the  public  for  consumption  during  this 
short  period.  In  our  opinion  much  of  this  was  due .to 
farmers  entering  the  liquid  milk  market  for  the  first  time  whoso 
milking  methods  are  not  always  of  a high  standard,  to  lack  of 
proper  cooling,  often  due  to  inadequate  farm  water  supplies, 
and  in  some  cases  to  chums  which  were  returned  to  farms  without 
effective  sterilization.  Steps  have  since  been  taken  to 

test  all  milk  supnlies  regularly  for  keeping  qualities  under  the 
control  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  with 
co-operation  between  all  concerned  this  scheme  should  produce 
benefical  results  to  milk  producers  and  consumers.

Government  Evacuation  Scheme, 

The  health  of  evacuees  generally  has  been  good  and  has  only 
been  marred  by  a slight  outbreak  of  Scabies,  which  necessitated  the 
removal  of  9 children  to  a Hostel  provided  by  the  County  Council 
for  this  infection  for  a toal  period  of  23  weeks.  By  very  thorough 
and  frequent  examination  of  all  children  and  household  contacts 
of  known  cases  it  has  been  possible  to  kept  the  infection  under 
reasonable  control.  The  examination  of  children  at  school  has 
been  carried  out  by  the  Welfare  Workers  appointed  by  the  Council 
and  all  doubtful  cases  have  been  referred  to  us  for  confirmation 
or  otherwise. 

The  W, Vo  S, continue  to  render  most  useful  service  to 

evacuees. 

The  number  of  evacuees  in  the  district  at  the  3 1st  December 
1942  is  shown  below  in  comparision  with  the  figures  available  for

Housing  He pairs.  There  is  still  difficulty  in  obtaining 

mate r ials~'f or  the  maintenance  of  Council  property,  but  on  the 
whole  things  have  improved  during  the  year,  the  most  serious 
trouble  being  the  obtaining  of  supplies  of  seasoned  timber, 
which  has  so  far  not  been  possible. 

The  Housing  (Repairs)  Account  shows  a rather 
larger  amount  expended  than  during  the  previous  year. 'due  to 
a contract  completed  for  the  painting  of  Bronywaen,  Maesywem, 

Y Gamar  and  Maes  Morgan  properties,  a total  of  68  houses  at  a 
cost  of  £237.  10.  0,  which  was  carried  out  by  Messrs  Francis 
Roberts  & Sons  Ltd. , Trevor,  Wrexham.

Water  Supplies.  There  have  been  no  complaints  of  quality  or 
shortage  cf "water  from  any  of  the  water  supply  schemes  owned  by 
the  Council,  and  all  schemes  have  been  well  maintained. 

Samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from  all 
schemes  on  three  occasions  during  the  year  wilh  satisfactoiy 
results. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal . 

No  new  works  of  sewerage  or  sewage  disposal 
have  been  carried  out. 

Complaints  have  been  received  from  the 
Military  Authorities  as  to  the  sewage  disposal  at  Glynceiriog, 
a Searchlight  Battery  having  been  erected  in  an  adjacent  field, 
and  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  minimise  the  nuisance  complained 
of.  These  works  are  of  an  old  type  and  seriously  overloaded, 
the  only  remedy  for  the  complaints,  which  are  frequent,  is  the 
complete  re-construction  of  the  disposal  works  on  modern  lines. 

Scavenging.  The  regional  scavenging  scheme  was  somewhat 

disorganised  for  a few  months  towards  the  end  of  the  year  due  to 
delay  in  obtaining  delivery  of  a new  vehicle,  the  old  vehicle 
breaking  down  frequently.  This  and  a wage  increase  granted  to 
the  workmen  accounts  for  an  increase  in  the  total  cost  of  the 
scheme  during  the  year  from  £642.  17.  1 in  1941  to  £752.  0.  2 
during  1942. 

The  sva#enging  by  Contracts  at  Llansilin  and 
Llanrhaiadr  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 


Salvage 


Very  satisfactory  progress  was  made  during 


the  year  in  the  collection  of  salvage,  a 100%  increase  having 
been  reached  in  the  collection  of  waste  paper  and  bones.

In  addition  to  the  above  there  has  been 
collected  approximately  10  tons  of  waste  rubber  in  the  form  of 
rubber  tyres  and  shoes  etc.. 

There  has  been  a considerable  falling  off 
in  the  collections  of  scrap  iron  due  partly  to  the  intensive 
drive  carried  out  by  the  Council  during  the  two  previous  years, 
and ^ to  an  organised  collection  which  was  undertaken  by  the 
Ministry  of  Works  during  May  and  June  1942.
